Ic was 
originally intended to aee the term 
“enemy subject” in the principal 
Ordinance and not the term “alien 
enemy,” but the Istter term wae 
adopted {n deference to the ter- 
minology which waa being used 
in the United Kingdom at thy 
time. To sbaudon the term now 
would reqaire so many alterations 
in theexisting Ordinances that it 
germs more convenient to retain 
it in apite of the fact that a cer- 
“tain amount of overlapping in 
the meanings of the terms used ia 
thereby caceed. :
